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‘ampus Improvements Voted Down 3-2

With a three to two vote 
the Salinas City Council denied 
Hartnell College an assessment 
district Monday night — a tax 
district which would have con- 
structed parking facilities, side- 
walks, street an dcampus light- 
ing, a College Center, and 
widening of Alisal Street. 

Dissenting votes were cast 
by Henry Hibino, Jim Barnes 
and Ed Norris. “Taxation 
without representation” _ was 
sounded by these men. What 
is meant by this clam is that 
San Benito County would also 
share the burden of the as- 
sessment district. 

But yet Ed Norris and Coun- 
cilman Henry Hibino would 
have voted in favor of con- 
struction of parking facilities, 
sidewalks, street and campus 
lighting and widening of Alisal 
street. For all this they were 
willing to tax the people of San 
Benito County. Yet for con- 
struction of a college center 
they could not vote in favor of 
the taxes. 

This type of reasoning seems 
- very strange to me. It’s all right 


to tax for one thing but yet for 
another it is not? 

Another claim was that the 
people should be allowed to 
vote on the tax measure. Should 
five men decide for the coun- 
ties? Spectators came from 
King City and other areas of the 
county. Opposition to passage 
of the assessment district all 
seemed to have one thing in 
common. Monterey County 
Farm Bureau, Corral de Tierra 
property owners, Monterey 
Taxpayers Association, Mon- 
terey County Cattlemen’s Asso- 
ciation, Salinas Board of Real- 
tors — all these people have 
one thing in common: property 
investments. 

The assessment would have 
raised thei rtax payment 63c 
for every $25,000 assessed val- 
uation per year. The council- 
men said they spoke for the 
people, but yet if one’ lived in a 
$50,000 house, wouldn’t he be 
willing to invest in the future 
of Monterey County? 
would cost would be $1.26 per 
year.

SOFTER MARIJUANA LAWS SOUGHT; 
CMI PUSHES FOR NOVEMBER BALLOT

The organization known as 
the California Marijuana Initia- 
tive is off to a running start. 
There are now over 21,000 pe- 
titions being circulated through- 
out the state to put an initiative 
on the November California 
ballot. This initiative would, if 
passed, remove criminal .and 
other penalties for adult per- 
sonal use of marijuana. 

CMI assistant coordinator Pat 
Farrington, former student body 
president at Cabrillo College 
and executive director of the 
California Campus Coalition, is 
coordinating the overall campus 
movement. Until recently Pat 
was serving as the coordinator 
for Common Cause in its state- 
wide voter registration drive 
which registered over 480,000 
students. 

Ms. Farrington pointed out 
that it was becoming pointless 
organizing voter registration 
when so many students felt 
there wasn’t anything for which 
to vote. 

She shared their distrust of 
many politicians who were un- 


willing to confront controver- 
sial issues like the marijuana 
question. “It became obvious,” 
she explained, “that in order 
to interest people in the pro- 
cess, it would be necessary to 
focus on an issue that directly 
related to young people and 
that, unlike candidates, would 
not change its story after elec- 
tion.” 

In the few weeks since the 
drive started it has secured the 
endorsement of numerous es- 
tablished groups. Among the 
early endorsements were those 
of the California Community 
College Student Government 
Association, the San Francisco 
Barristers Club, the Young 
Democrats of San Jose, the East 
Bay Psychiatrist Association and 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Southern California. 

Endorsements are continuing 
to pour in. 

Hartnell’s A.S.B. passed a 
resolution recommending ‘that 
the initiative be placed on the 
ballot so the people can decide. 

The campaign is not an en- 
dorsement of marijuana but 


rather a recognition that the 
choice to use marijuana is a 
matter of personal freedom and 
that people should not be made 
‘criminals for using a drug that 
cannot be shown to be even as 
harmful as alcohol, nicotine or 
caffeine.

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NEW TAPE PLAYERS 


Perhaps you hadn’t noticed, but Hartnell is the 
proud owner of a whole bunch of new cassette type tape 
recording machines. 

A new audio-visual room has opened in the library, 
complete with new tape machines which can be used for 
language lab requirements. Room 10—the old language 
lab — has also been outfitted with the new machines. 

Although we personally aren’t acquainted with the 
brand name of the tape recorders, Edco, one would as- 
sume that the administration or whoever makes the 
choices on such’ things, had checked several brands and 
had chosen this one as the best buy available. We wish 
to wholeheartedly congratulate those who pushed for the 
cassette type machines. They are quite easy to use and 
the small cassettes are convenient to carry around. 

But wait, there’s a hitch! The only brands of cas- 
settes that can be used are Memorex and TDK. Un- 
doubtedly Memorex is a good tape. If we can believe

page five of the February 1972 issue of Playboy maga- 
zine, the frequency response of Memorex brand cas- 
sette recording is so wide, it can shatter glass. We have 
been unable to find any product information on TDK 
brand cassettes, but we assume that it is also a reason- 
ably good brand of tape. 

While we don’t claim to be experts in the cassette 
tape recording field, our experience has been extensive 
enough to recognize that there is little, if any, difference 
in most major brand, high quality cassettes. 

With this in mind, plus the fact that we were una- 
ware of the ultimatum to use Memorex, TDK or nothing 
we came tripping into class carrying our little Ampex 
brand cassette. This wasn’t just any cassette. This was 
a genuine No. 362-C60 Ampex low noise, extended fre- 
quency response cassette recording tape, complete with 
a classy black and silver case with an imitation wood 
grain lid. It not only was an excellent recording tape 
but its cover gave it sex and snob appeal. If we may 
again refer to Playboy magazine, we see that not only 
will this tape shatter glass, it was the first brand to be 
able to do so. 

The guy next to me came to class with a bright 
red sexy little cassette with the name Sony plastered all 
over it. Although he couldn’t begin to match my sexy 
wood grain, black and silver case for snob appeal, one 
would have to admit that Sony has gained a fair amount 
of world recognition for high quality tape recording 
products. 

The two of us sat, head phones in place, mikes ad- 
justed, our little cassettes sitting snuggly in the tape 
machines, all set to shatter the windows in room 10 with 
our brilliant rendition of elementary Spanish. Out of 
nowhere a hand reached over our shoulder, yanked the 
tape from the machine and slammed it on the desk while 
an angry voice told us we couldn’t use anything but 
Memorex or TDK cassettes in these machines. When we 
asked why we were told the machines wouldn’t be guar- 
anteed if we used any other brand. 

After missing out on an hour of language lab be- 
cause we weren’t allowed to tape record we went to see 
Jon-Jon over in the Audio Visual Department. “Why 
can’t we use Ampex tapes in these machines?” Jon-Jon 
admitted there was no reason he could think of because 
there wasn’t any difference between Ampex and Memo- 
rex tape. They were probably the two top brands on 
the market. 

When Jon-Jon checked into the question a little 
further, however, he found that. it was true. If any brand 
of tape is used in the recorders other than Memorex or 
TDK the guarantee is void. It isn’t that the other brands 
won’t work. They work beautifully. We can vouch 
for this because we have, at least in a technical sense, 
voided the guarantee on several machines. So far we 
have found that even the cheapest cassettes work great. 

Although at the moment we don’t have any real 
proof, we suspect that this is a bit of blackmail on the 
part of Edco to sell tape and keep the coins coming in. 
While we have used Memorex tape in the past and found 
it to be an excellent tape we resent being coerced into 
buying a product because someone at Hartnell has been 
sold a bill of goods which says “the machines won’t 
work unless you buy our supplies.” 

With the thousands of students who will use these 
machines the next few years, there undoubtedly will be

“The Odd Couple” Found Amusing

Last Friday night Salinas 
Performing Arts presented its 
production of Neil Simon’s 
comedy, “The Odd Couple.’ 
Although weak in spots, it is a 
competent, amusing and suc- 
cessful production. 

Director George Dursthoff 
has kept his direction minimal 
and practical, foregoing evtra- 
neous movement and business. 
Lights and sets are simple, ba- 
sic and generally well executed. 
The tempo of this show is brisk 
with a few slow spots and the 
movements are well planned 
and integrated. No tricks or 
diversions are used, but it is 
successful. 

The show is strongest-in Neal 
Sullivan as Felix. He has a 
slight tendency to blurt his lines 
whe nexcited, but generally his 
presentation is well thought out 
and admirably executed. He 
uses his gestures particularly 
well and his expressions ges- 
tures and speeches are remark- 
ably well integrated. He has 
fused all the elements of his 
characterization into a very 
amusing and quite coherent 
characterization. 

~“Amusing Slob.” 

Roger Stark is funny, but his 
acting is not on a par with Sul- 
livan’s. In his early scenes he 
succeeds in presenting an amus- 
ing slob, but later scenes show 
several weaknesses. 

His main problem is a 
wooden quality and gesture. He 
moves rather awkwardly and 
cannot seem to decide on ‘a 
stance, At times, he almost 


Strong Cast 

The show’s success is also 
due in large part to the strong 
supporting cast. These roles 
form the necessary foundation 

for the main developments, 
and had they been weak, the 
show could not have succeeded. 
Here Dursthoff shows his 
greatest skill as a director. He 
has the good taste to keep his 
expositions simple, quick and 
efficient. He uses the card 
players in the opening scene to 
quickly establis ha comic mood 
but still focuses attention on his 
leads. The ensemble is well 
done in itself. The members 
function as a solid unit while 
retaining their individuality. 
Particularly well done were the 
chaotic “alarums and excur- 
sions” following Jelix’s initial 
entrance.

As the Pigeon sisters, JoAnn 
Adair and Mary Eberspacher 
were amusing, but not as well 
acted. JoAnn Adair presented 
a workable parody, but tended 
to lose control and, at times, 
bordered on the grotesque. Al- 
so, the scene suffered from a 
slow tempo. 


Hopefully, the flaws we men- 
tioned will be ironed out — 
opening night nerves were very 
much in evidence — and the 
show will be well worth seeing. 
Flawed as it was, we were glad 
we saw it.
